Airconditioning  Contract  Awarded 
By  Community  Centre  Directors 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  has 
awarded  a $33,840  contract  to 
Federal  Air  Conditioning  and 
Refrigeration,  Ltd.  of  Ottawa  for 
air  conditioning  the  major  public 
areas  of  the  building. 

The  long-awaited  announcement 
by  Hyman  Soloway,  Q.C.,  president 
of  the  Jewish  Community  Centre 
came  after  almost  two  years  of 
study  by  a special  committee  of 
the  Board  composed  of  Isidore 
Stone,  Dr.  Irving  Betcherman  and 
Dr.  Ralph  Berke,  in  consultation 
with  the  engineering  firm  of 
Rybka,  Smith  and  Ginsler  of  To- 
ronto and  Hazelgrove,  Lithwick, 
Lambert  and  Sim,  the  Centre’s 
local  architects. 

Work  has  already  begun  and 
completion  is  scheduled  for  May 
15.  The  contract  calls  for  a direct 
expansion  refrigeration  plant 
which  will  cool  the  Main  Audito- 
rium, Synagogue,  Social  Hall, 
Assembly  Hall,  Beth  Hamidrash, 
Library,  Music  Room  and  main 
foyers.

In  their  design  of  the  Commu- 
nity Centre,  the  architects  made 
provision  for  future  air  condition- 
| ing  in  the  existing  ductwork  and 


ventilation  systems.  This  has  sim- 
plified matters  considerably  and 
helped  to  reduce  costs.  Two  new 
45-ton  Carrier  compressors,  tied 
in  with  the  25-ton  unit  which 
already  serves  the  administration 
wing,  will  handle  the  actual  cool- 
ing. 

The  contract  price  also  includes 
air-cooled  condensers,  cooling  coils, 
cutting  and  patching  and  the  usual 
guarantees.  Difficulties  with 
draughts  and  overheating  expe- 
rienced in  the  past  will  be  over- 
come by  certain  changes  which  are 
to  be  made  in  the  ductwork  in  the 
Social  and  Assembly  Halls  and  by 
installing  new  diffusers  in  the 
Main  Auditorium. 

The  Board  is  certain  that  the 
community  will  welcome  this 
major  new  development  which  will 
enable  functions  to  be  held  during 
the  warmer  months  in  complete 
comfort.  Some  reservations  have 
already  been  made  by  individuals 
who  had  been  reluctant  to  plan 
their  social  affairs  during  the  heat 
and  humidity  of  the  summer.

Exploration  Tour 
of  Israel  Planned 

The  Consulate  General  of  Israel 
in  Montreal  plans  to  take  a group 
to  Israel  this  summer  for  a holiday 
and  exploration  tour. 

The  idea  is  to  introduce  and  at- 
tract to  Israel  young  adult  leaders 
and  potential  leaders  of  Canadian 
Jewish  communities  and  make  this 
a successful  annual  feature. 

The  first  venture  this  summer 
will  include  a group  of  40  people 
who  will  leave  for  Israel  on  July 
4 and  return  to  Canada  on  July  28. 
The  trip  and  accommodations  will 
all  be  first  class  and  will  include 
an  optional  eight-day  period  in 
Europe  after  the  fifteen-day  organ- 
ized tour  of  Israel. 

The  cost  of  approximately  $1,000 
— $1,100  will  cover  the  entire  trip 
and  the  twenty-five  days  accom- 
modations. 

David  Z.  Rivlin,  the  Consul  Gen- 
eral will  personally  participate  and 
supervise  the  itinerary,  particular- 
ly the  various  meetings  with 
Israeli  leaders  and  the  visits  to  the 
most  important  sites.

Ottawa’s  1963  United  Jewish  Appeal  got  off  to  a flying  start 
on  March  27  with  the  distribution  of  over  800  cards  in  the 
business  and  professional  classifications  to  150  volunteers  attending 
a Worker’s  Rally  at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre. 

In  his  address  to  the  workers,  general  chairman  Jules  Loeb 
called  for  a maximum  effort  to  meet  the  challenge  posed  by  unmet 
needs  in  Israel,  in  Europe  and  North  Africa  and  in  our  own  Jewish 
community  at  home. 


NEW,  STREAMLINED  LOOK 

Referring  to  the  “new,  stream- 
lined look”  of  the  1963  campaign, 
Mr.  Loeb  told  his  enthusiastic  au- 
dience that  the  success  of  the 
“austerity,  crash  program”  devel- 
oped by  his  executive  depends 
largely  on  the  results  they  will 
achieve  in  their  calls  on  prospects. 
He  cited  the  generosity  of  the 
Jewish  community  in  past  years 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  donors 
will  “meet  greater  needs  with 
greater  deeds”. 

The  $396,000.  objective  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  is  a modest 
10%  increase  over  the  $360,000. 
raised  in  1962.  This  realizable 
figure  is  the  minimum  amount  re- 
quired for  Israel,  overseas  relief 
and  rehabilitation  and  local  com- 
munity services  this  year. 

SIXTY-DAY  SCHEDULE 


The  campaign  initiated  on  March 
28  will  be  conducted  in  the  sixty- 
day  period  ending  May  28.  The 
business  and  professional  canvass 
is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  April  with  the  early 
weeks  of  May  devoted  to  the 
public  service  canvass,  the  home 
canvass,  cleanup  and  visits  to  Val- 
ley communities.  The  top  donors 
function  will  be  held  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  April  17. 

The  decision  to  dispense  with 
major  social  events  and  other  ad- 
ministrative costs  in  an  effort  to 
minimize  expense  has  met  with 
general  approval  throughout  the 
community.

• Women’s  Division  — for  educ- 
ational activity  and  to  help  the

Keen  interest  has  been  generated 
among  the  teams  competing  for 
the  Chairman’s  Trophy  to  be 
awarded  annually  to  the  group 
“attaining  the  best  percentage  of 
coverage  combined  with  the 
higest  percentage  of  increase.” 
Weekly  progress  reports  are  tabul- 
ated and  the  workers  kept  advised. 
A master  chart  will  be  on  display 
at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre 
to  show  changes  and  daily  results. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  cam- 
paign, an  Award  Night  will  be 
held  to  pay  tribute  to  workers  and 
contributors  and  to  recognize  their 
efforts.  The  date  and  other  details 
will  be  announced  shortly.

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Israel  After  Fifteen  Years 

In  the  fifteen  years  since  the  tiny  State  of  Israel  was  born, 
in  May  1948,  its  progress  has  been  phenomenal.  The  population 
jump  from  650,000  to  2.3  million  is  only  the  statistical  side  of 
the  heartwarming  story  of  more  than  one  million  human  beings 
to  whom  the  country  has  meant  haven  of  refuge  and  beacon 
of  hope.  The  opening  of  vast  areas  of  Israel’s  arid  Negev  to  settle- 
ment has  helped  to  absorb  these  newcomers. 

Entirely  dependent  at  first  for  its  food  and  other  needs  on 
imports,  this  past  year  Israel  exported  $277  million  worth  of 
products.  This  is  the  result  of  Israel’s  amazing  agricultural  and 
industrial  development. 

In  the  field  of  social  welfare,  its  network  of  agencies,  with 
cradle-to-grave  protection,  can  serve  as  a model  for  the  most 
progressive  democracy.  The  tropical  diseases  which  riddle  the 
area  have  been  practically  eliminated  in  Israel,  where  govern- 
ment and  voluntary  agencies  cooperate  closely  to  give  the  country 
one  of  the  world’s  lowest  mortality  rates.  Education  has  priority 
in  Israel,  which  is  unique  in  the  Middle  East  for  its  compulsory 
primary  education.  Students  from  many  underdeveloped  areas 
join  Israelis  in  study  at  local  institutions  of  higher  education.  Its 
progress  in  scientific  research,  which  has  been  considerable, 
generously  shared  with  new  Afro-Asian  states.  The  interest  and 
support  given  by  Israelis  to  cultural  activities  is  proportionately  far 
greater  than  that  of  many  countries  with  much  larger  populations. 

Israel  is  not  without  its  serious  problems  which  threaten  the 
very  security  of  the  State.  But  progress  made  in  these  past  fifteen 
years,  the  sights  and  goals  set  for  the  future  and  the  courage  and 
determination  of  its  people  have  earned  for  this  little  country  the 
highest  admiration  and  tribute.  On  this  fifteenth  anniversary, 
we  extend  to  Israel  our  most  fervent  wishes  for  the  peace 
prosperity  and  blessings  it  so  fully  deserves.
